Munro to Fire Cannons 


Oakleigh Cannons have appointed 
Stuart Munro as its new senior coach, 
replacing the incumbent Mike 
Chaizitrifonas who was let go by the 
club after a Monday night board meet- 
ing. 

Munro hails from Falkirk, Scotland, 
which is a long way from Melbourne 
were he currently resides. Munro's 
football odyssey began in his native 
homeland way back in 1980, were he 
made his playing debut for St. Mirren 
(Scotland). In 1982 he moved onto 
Alloa Athletic were he spent two sea- 
sons, quickly making a name for him- 
self as a wide left midfielder. His repu- 
tation at Alloa Athletic proceeded the 
Scottish minnows, as the Scottish 
giants from Ibrox, Glasgow Rangers, 
signed the midfielder in the 1983/4 
season. At Rangers he was switched 
from a left midfielder to a left fullback. 


Munro spent eight seasons at Ibrox, 
winning 4 Scottish championships with 
over 150 appearances. The old Firm 
derby clashes against arch enemy 
Glasgow Celtic are highlights on 
Munro's impressive Football CV, as 
were the European clashes. 

"It's hard to describe Celtic-Rangers 
games, they're just so passionate... It's 
very intense, and its quite a unique 
occasion ...You probably felt under 
more pressure playing the Celtic- 
Rangers games, than you did in the 
European games. If you win half of 
Scotland loves you and if you lose half 
of Scotland hates you... The European 
games were good, they were good 
matches." Munro said. 


In 1990/1 he spent a season with Alan 
Shearer at Blackburn Rovers before 
moving on to Bristol City for four sea- 
sons. In 1995/6 he moved back north 
to Falkirk before finishing his U.K play- 
ing career back were it all started at St. 
Mirren in 1996/7. 


Munro rates the 1990 Red Star 
Belgrade team as the best team he's 


played against, and the former 
Rangers player, David Cooper as the 
best player he played with, who unfor- 
tunately passed away 10 years ago. 
He’s played alongside stars such as 
Alan Shearer, Andy Cole and Ally 
McCoist. He rates Terry Butcher as 
one of the best defenders, and rated 
former Liverpool gun Stan Collymore 
highly, but insisted that Collymore 
never fulfilled his full potential. 


He promised his Australian wife that 
after his career was over that he would 
settle Down Under, which they did in 
1997. He played three guest appear- 
ance matches for Blacktown City in 
the NSWSL, and was coaxed out of 
retirement by friend, David Mitchell 
who was then the coach of Sydney 
United, and also short of players. He 
played one full season with United in 
the NSL in 1997/8, which would be his 
final season as a competitive foot- 
baller. 


Before taking the reigns of Oakleigh 
Cannons, Munro coached Falkirk in 
1995/6 and three NSL_ clubs, 
Gippsland Falcons, Carlton S.C and 
the most recently South Melbourne in 
2003/4.

THE DWIGHT IS RIGHT FOR 
SYDNEY FC 


Sydney FC chairman Walter Bugno 
has likened the news that “super strik- 
er” Dwight Yorke has agreed to terms 
for the up-coming Hyundai A-League 
season to the harbour city’s successful 
bid to secure the 2000 Olympic 
Games. 


After months of speculation Bugno 
announced in Dubai on Monday night, 
the news that Sydney had been wait- 
ing for: “| am happy to announce that 
the winner is Sydney! 


“One of football's greatest strikers, 
Dwight York has agreed to terms as 
Sydney’s marquee player and it is the 
news we have all been waiting for. 
This is absolutely stunning. 


“We received a fax from Dwight’s 
agent agreeing to our terms and it will 
take effect from July 1. The next step 
will be to get his signature on a con- 
tract. 


“Dwight Yorke is one of the best strik- 
ers to ever play in the English Premier 
League and he comes to Sydney FC 
straight from the Premier League. 


“To have a player of his stature playing 
with Sydney FC is great for the club, 
great for the Hyundai A-League but 
more importantly it is great for the 
Sydney football fans. 


“Dwight is a true star of football and we 
have no doubt he will set the stadium 
alight when the A-League starts. 


“When we made the decision to go for 
a marque player he was one of the first 
people who sprung to mind. 


“He has everything we think you need 
in a marquee player. He is exciting to 
watch, scores goals, is well known to 
Australian football fans and he still has 
something to offer Sydney FC as a 
player.” 


Yorke becomes the highest profile 
player to sign a full-time contract with 
an Australian Football Club. 


The 33-year-old striker agreed to 
terms with Sydney FC after spending 
three days in Sydney earlier this 
month and has been granted a release 
from his English Premier League Club 


Birmingham City. 


Yorke is the seventh highest goalscor- 
er in the English Premier League, 
scoring 122 goals in 348 matches in 
one of the most exciting leagues in 
world football. 


The only players to score more goals 
in the premiership are Alan Shearer, 
Andy Cole, Robbie Fowler, Les 
Ferdinand, Teddy Sheringham and 
Thierry Henry. 


The Trinidad and Tobago striker 
played for Aston Villa, Manchester 
United, Blackburn Rovers’ and 
Birmingham City but it was his three 
seasons at Manchester United that 
made him a household name all over 
the world. 


During Manchester United’s historic 
treble in 1999 he was the Premier 
League’s leading goalscorer with 18 
strikes as Manchester United won the 
European Champions League with a 
memorable 2-1 win over Bayern 
Munich in the final. 

“People dream about playing in the 
Premier League and __ playing 
Champions League and Dwight Yorke 
has not only played in both but he has 
won both of them,” Bugno said.
